DELAWARE. 

The  forty-second  annual  Convention  of  our 
Church  in  this  Diocese  was  hold  on  the  9th  Junt 
There  were  present  at  its  sittings  the  Rt.  Rev. 
Bishop  White,  officiating  under  the  20th  Canon  of 
1808;  four  clergymen  and  thirteen  lay  delegates, 
with  three  clergymen  not  entitled  to  seats.  There 
are  now  within  this  State  only  five  clergymen  of 
our  Church ;  four  of  whom  have  parochial  cures ; 
the  fifih,  Mr.  Clemson,  superintends  the  aelf-su|>- 
porting  school  near  Wilmington.  Yet  it  numbers 
sixteen  churches  and  chapels. 

The  parochial  reports  give  the  results  which  fol¬ 
low.  It  is  an  interesting  fact,  which  appears  from 
the  r^.poWJ  la  several  of  the  journals  of  the  present 
VCMi  th^t «  large  proportion  of  the  baptized  have 
been  mdvttw.  Communicants,  (added  in  two  par¬ 
ishes — no  specification  in  the  others,  22,)  225; — 
Bapisms,  (r.dults  14,)  37.  There  are,  it  appears 
from  ihe  address  of  Bishop  White,  given  below, 
two  c'-ndidates  for  holy  orders  in  the  Diocese. 
“  Some  of  the  parishes,”  says  Bishop  Onderdonk, 
“are  ffou.ishing;  most  of  the  others  appear  to 
have  improved:  but  there  are  several  which  re¬ 
quire  attention  of  at  least  one  or  two  missiona¬ 
ries.”  In  compliance  with  the  recommendation  of 
Bishop  Caderdunk,  measures  were  adopted  at  the 
Convention  for  giving  efficiency  to  the  missionary 
operations  of  our  brethren  in  Delaware. 

The  next  meeting  of  the  Convention  will  be 
held  at  Lewes,  Sussex  county,  on  Saturday  next 
preceding  the  second  Monday  in  June,  1833. 

ADDRESS  BT  BISHOP  WHITE. 

Brethren,  the  Clerical  and  Lay  memher$  oj  ihi» 
Convention. 

Mlien  I  complied  with  the  request  to  take  the 
provisional  superintendence  of  the  Church  in  this 
State,  it  was  with  the  expectation  that  so  far  as  re¬ 
lated  to  personal  administration  within  its  bounds, 
the  duty  would  rest  principally  on  the  Assistant 
Bishop  of  Pennsylvania,  for  the  reasons  w  hich  had 
induced  Ihe  providing  of  such  a  character,  in  the 
department  more  immediately  under  our  charge. 
The  matter  was  so  understood  by  Bishop  Onder¬ 
donk.  He  is  at  this  time  occupied  in  a  remote 
district  of  the  diocese  of  Pennsylvania,  and  I  have 
trusted  that  the  nearness  of  Wilmington  to  Phila¬ 
delphia,  would  render  it  not  materiiiffy  inconven¬ 
ient  to  me,  to  have  the  satisfaction  of  inacting  you 
in  Convention  at  this  time.  During  the  long 
course  of  my  Episcopacy  it  has  not  been  without 
an  interest  taken  in  the  welfare  of  the  congrega¬ 
tions  in  the  State  of  Delaware,  in  consequence  of 
which  I  have  complied  with  whatever  invitations 
have  been  presented  to  me,  for  the  ordaining  of 
their  pastors,  or  for  the  administering  of  the  holy 
rite  of  Confirmation.  My  agency  in  your  con¬ 
cerns  during  the  last  year  has  been  very  limited, 
and  is  as  follows  : 

There  has  been  the  acceptance  of  the  resigna¬ 
tion  of  Charles  G.  Ridgely  as  a  candidate  for  holy 
orders. 

Alexander  Mitchell  has  been  duly  recommended 
to  the  ministry,  but  there  having  occurred  some 
uncertainty  as  to  the  time  and  the  mode  of  proce¬ 
dure,  in  carrying  the  recommendation  into  effect, 
the  subject  must  remain  for  further  inquiry. 

With  prayer  for  the  blessing  of  God  on  your  de¬ 
liberations,  I  conclude  with  the  assurance  of  my 
concurrence  in  whatever  you  may  suggest  for  the 
advancement  of  religion,  and  for  the  stability  and 
the  increase  of  the  Church.

There  arc  three,  ,Iuggcrn:mt*-s,  Soodra  his 
sister’s,  and  Rorbmlila  his  brother’s,  huge  unwiel¬ 
dy  vehicles,  or  rather  temph's  on  wheels  ;  the  first 
has  eighteen,  the  brother’s  sixteen,  and  Soodar’s 
fourteen  wheels,  and  reiphre  from  1200  to  2000 
human  being  to  drag  them,  who  are  forced  to  do 
so  :  yes,  forced,  ami  Hogged  w  ith  canes  by  Peons 
hired  and  paid  out  of  the  profits  of  the  'I'cmple, 
and  by  whom?

The  election  of  a  Bishop,  to  preside  over  this 
Diocese,  is  regarded  hy  our  hrethr«‘ii  there,  as  a 
measure  demanding  their  early  attention.  They 
have  done  more  than  express  their  views  upon  the 
subject : — the  Journal  before  us  exhibits  the  fid- 
lowing  preamble  and  resolution,  a<I(>pted  June 
30th. 

Whereas,  in  the  report  of  the  Committee  of  the 
last  General  Convention,  appointed  to  prepare  a 
revision  of  the  Canons  of  the  General  ('onvention, 
it  is  proposed  to  enlarge,  in  the  second  *< 'anon,  the 
number  of  Clergy  necessary  to  enable  any  Dio¬ 
cese  to  proceed  to  the  election  of  a  Bishop  :  and 
whereas,  the  services  of  a  Bishop  or  Bishops,  res¬ 
ident  in  the  south-western  part  of  our  country 
would,  in  the  opinion  of  this  Convention,  tend 
greatly  to  the  enlargement  and  welfare  of  the 
Church  in  this  part  of  the  country  ;  a^d  w  herras, 
this  desirable  event  would,  in  the  opinion  of  this 
Convention,  be  delayed,  in  all  probability,  for  sev¬ 
eral  years,  should  the  proposed  amendment  be 
adopted  by  the  General  (,'onvcntion  :  Therefore, 

Resolved,  That  the  delegates  w  ho  may  he  np 
pointed  by  this  Convention  to  the  next  (Jencral 
Convention,  be  instructed  to  use  their  best  efforts 
to  pi  event  the  adoption  of  those  amendments,  and 
all  others  having  a  similar  operation  and  effect. 

The  address  of  Bishop  Ives,  who,  it  w  ill  be  re 
collected,  by  invitation  presided  at  the  Convention 
contains  the  following  : — 

The  last  suggestion  I  would  make,  and  it  i? 
made  with  great  deference,  is  the  election,  so  soon 
as  a  canonical  number  of  Presbytters  shall  be  res¬ 
ident  in  the  Diocese,  of  a  Bishop  to  exercise  juris¬ 
diction  in  the  same.  The  importance  of  this  meas¬ 
ure  will  be  apparent,  when  it  is  perceived,  how 
needful  to  the  proper  effect  of  the  institutions  of 
Christ’s  house  arc  the  services  of  this  sacred  fime- 
tionaiy,  and  how  large  is  the  district  of  country 
which  must  naturally  look  to  the  Diocese  for  .such 
services. 

As  a  further  step,  I  would  urge  the  fact  of  your 
present  union  in  principle  and  policy — the  fart  of 
your  not  yet  having  been  rent  apart  by  the  distrac¬ 
ting  questions,  which  are  so  readily  made  the  in¬ 
struments  of  restless  innovation.  Besides,  there 
is  a  strong  probability,  that,  at  the  meeting  of  the 
next  General  Convention,  .some  steps  will  be  ta¬ 
ken,  and  I  am  not  prepared  to  say  unwisely,  for 
increasing  the  impediments  to  the  election  of  Bish¬ 
ops  in  our  country.  But  when  I  contemplate  the 
benefits,  in  every  point  of  view,  which  would  result 
from  a  resident  Bishop  in  this  state,  I  cannot  hut 
hope  that,  in  case  of  a  canonical  number  of  Pres¬ 
bytters,  the  Diocese  will  find  it  expedient,  before 
October  next,  to  secure  these  benefits,  in  the  elec¬ 
tion  of  some  suitable  Clergyman  to  the  Bishopric 
of  Tennessee. 

.\nd  the  Convention,  wc  find,  passed  the  follow¬ 
ing  resolve : — 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Mancy,  Resolved,  That  the 
Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese  be  required  to 
call  a  special  Convention,  provided  there  should  he 
in  this  Diocese  “  six  resident  and  officiating  Pres¬ 
bytters,”  before  the  meeting  of  the  next  General 
Convention. 

Bishop  Ives’  address,  and  the  report  of  the  (’om- 
mittee  on  the  state  of  the  Church  in  Tennessee, 
will  appear  in  our  next. 

Theological  Education,  also, — of  paramount  im¬ 
portance  as  an  object  of  early  attention,  has  not 
been  overlooked  by  the  Episcopalians  of  Tennes¬ 
see.

1  should  suppose  there  must  have  been  be¬ 
tween  two  and  three  lacs  of  pilgrims  collected,  al¬ 
though  this  w.'is  considered  a  very  bail  year,  on 
account  of  the  moon  being  so  late  in  the  season 
that  the  rains  had  set  in,  and  it  was  thought  the  col¬ 
lections  would  scarcely  cover  the  expenses  of  the 
Temple,  itc.  (iovermnent  oven  snjiply  the  broad¬ 
cloths,  rod,  hlno,  green,  and  yellow,  that  cover  the 
cars  every  year.  Is  it  not  shameful  and  disgraceful 
to  think  that  a  British  and  ('hristian  Government 
should  encourage  such  superstition  t  One  poor 
fanatic  threw  himself  on  the  ground  to  be  crushed 
to  death  under  the  w  heels  of  J  uggernaut’s  car,  hut 
fortunately  a  party  of  F.iiropcans  were  there,  four 
of  us  on  elephants.  I  saw  the  poor  creature  first, 
and  called  out  to  the  Peons  to  make  him  get  up — 
he  was  not  five  yards  from  the  e.ir,  and  it  was  ad¬ 
vancing.  B.  ordered  them  to  take  him  np  and 
carry  him  off,  which  it  was  with  great  difficulty 
they  did,  for  the  wretched  creature  was  so  infatua- 
t(  d,  or  else  so  stiipjficd  w  ith  opium,  that  five  or  six 
men  were  obliged  to  tlrag  him  literally  through  the 
mud.  He  was  put  into  eonfinenunt  till  the«Intra 
was  over,  when  he  was  allowed  to  go  nhoiit  his 
business,  thiird\ir,g  his  stars  that  the  English  gen¬ 
tlemen  were  present  to  save  his  li'e,  and  hear  the 
blame  of  not  allowing  him  to  immolate  himself,  as 
the  priest  will  eoinfort  him  by  felling  him  the  god 
w  ill  take  the  w  il!  for  the  deed.  I'he  eerernonv  of 
moving  the  cars  lasts  eight  days,  in  w  Inch  time  they 
have  to  go  the  distance  of  less  than  half  a  mile  and 
hack.  The  god  visits  his  grandmother,  who  re¬ 
sides  in  a  Temple  on  the  other  siile  of  the  town, 
enlled  the  (iardon  House  :  he  remains  there  one 
day,  where  he  meets  w  ith  his  w  ife  or  w  ives,  whom 
he  only  sees  once  a  year,  and  enjoys,  as  they  tell 
yon,  all  the  happiness  (acording  to  their  fancy)  life 
ean  bestow,  when  he  relunis  to  his  own  grand 
T emple.  Strangers  (and  even  the  lowest  castes 
of  Hindoos)  are  not  allowed  to  enter  the  Temples, 
hilt  on  this  oecnsion  of  the  Rntt  Jutra,  the  god 
shows  himself  to  the  public  gaze,  wonder,  delight, 
and  awe.  Such  a  misshapen  lump  of  wood  1  ne¬ 
ver  beheld  ;  and  to  see  it  pulled  up  by  ropes  tied 
to  its  head,  into  the  car,  would,  one  should  think, 
create  disgust,  rather  than  awe  and  reverence  ; 
but  such  is  the  state  of  superstition  in  this  country, 
that  the  worshippers  of  this  vile  log  of  wood  conic 
thousands  of  miles  to  bow  down  to  it,  and  even  to 
sacrifice  their  lives  for  it.”

derable,  where  proper  priidcnro  i.s  exereised. 
Persons  from  the  southern  portiuns  of  our  country 
are  affected  by  it  very  slightly.  The  writer  speaks 
of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  ('a*sar  as  well,  and  in  cireum- 
stanees  ol’  iisefulness  and  comi’ort.  He  is  engaged 
as  a  surveyor,  ami  she  teaches  a  school.  From 
this  letter  we  infer,  that  w  ith  a  view  to  the  purchase 
of  food,  &c.,  from  the  mtive.s,  it  is  very  desirable 
that  emigrants  provide  themselves  with  articles  for 
traffic  ;  and,  as  the  common  comforts  of  our  homes 
are  costly  there,  with  such  quantities  of  these  as 
their  means  will  allow  them  to  export.
